The drawings are objected to because in figure 1, the rotor disks are blurred and shown as 
blackened portions; because in figures 1-3, the inventor's name and phone number, along with 
the title of the invention, should be deleted; and because the drawing figures are replete with 
elements (such as the disks, the rods/bolts, the spacers, the keyways, the keys, the set screws, and 
the stage housing, for example) that are mentioned in the specification but do not have

corresponding reference numerals. The elements mentioned in the specification should be 
referenced by reference numerals set forth in the specification. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 2 1 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer program 
listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables 
having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact 
discs.) or

The title of the invention should 
be brief but technically accurate and descriptive, preferably from two to seven 
words may not contain more than 500 characters.

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because in line 1, "TITLE OF THE 
INVENTION" is superfluous and should be deleted, because it uses the phrase "This present 
invention" (line 4) which is implied and should be deleted, and because it compares the invention 
to the prior art in lines 4-6, 7-9, and 12, which is not the proper format for an abstract. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

The disclosure is objected to because it is replete with grammatical errors too numerous 
to mention in all instances. The following are several examples of errors. The specification 
should be carefully proofread for additional defects. Appropriate correction is required. 

On page 9, line 7, "radialy" should be changed to - radially -. 

On page 9, line 15, — a — should be inserted after "but". 

On page 9, line 16 should end with a period. 

On page 9, lines 17-18 are non-idiomatic. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S. C. 
112, second paragraph. 
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The claim is narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or operational 
language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to present a 
complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of 
the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1, as far as it is definite and understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Tesla 1,061,142. Tesla discloses a vacuum pump having changes in 
velocity and direction of movement of fluid that are gradual (the disk arrangement 1 disclosed by 
Tesla is similar to that disclosed by Applicant and will therefore similarly have gradual changes 
in velocity and direction of movement of fluid). The disks 1 impart energy to the fluid. The 
propelling fluid moves in natural paths or stream lines of least resistance, such that there is an 
insignificant change in velocity and direction of fluid movement thus avoiding losses due to 
sudden variations while the fluid is imparting energy, because the flow is radial and spiral until it 
is ejected out of the outlet 11.
